We have the pleasure to present the Annual Report for 
the year 1964, Details will be found in the body of the Report. 
The main items may be summarised as follows:~ 


Population. 

The estimated mid-year population showed e small increase 
over 1963, Since 1947 there has been approximately 20% increase 
in population. 


Births, 
ny The birth-rate showed an appreciable increase over the 
preceding year, and is considérably higher than the nationat 
birth~rate, 

There was a reduction in the number of [Illegitimate births 
and Still-births, and these compare favourably with National 
statistics. 


Deaths 
The general death-rate was much lower than for 1963, and 
compares very favourably with the National rate, 


Mhere Was a decrease in dcaths dus to Cancer, and deaths 
of Infants. These again comparing favourably with National statistics 


The number of Accidental deaths (2) remained the same. 


There were no deaths attributable to Tuberculosis. 
One such death has! been registered during the past 10 years,

Moravian Court has been a great success, and should lead 
to further development of this kind both in the Borough, and in 
the County generally. 


Food Control. 


There has peen a spate of Regulations in the past few years 
designed to improve the hygienic standard of production, storage, 
handling, and retail of food-stuffs. Your Public Health department 
is doing all possible to see that the persons and premises concerned 
comply with the Regulations. No report of food~poisoning in the 
beGcoush Was <eccived during tne yeare 
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The general standard of environmental hygiene is satisfactory. 
The refuse tip does occasionally, in warm weather, give rise to 
some concern: particularly as it is fairly close to the County War 
Hemorial Hospital. 

The new town drainage scheme is proceeding reasonably quickly, 
and when completed should contribute greatly to the improvement of 
hygiene and amenity in the Borough. 


Public Conveniences are satisfactory in number, but require 
guite a lot of supervision to prevent them being nuisances. Certain 
Sections of the public still abuse these structures, 

The standard of refuse storage containers used by house~ 
elders Conuinues to improve. This can be a major factor in improving 
the hygiene and amenity ©4 our streets.

Prescélly. The Presecelly gathering grounds and impounding 
reservoir (capacity - 160,000,000 gallons), are situated in North 
Hast Pembrokeshire, the borough has an allocation from this source, 
This water is a typical upland surface water, being soft and 
somewhat acid. It is relatively free from pollution, and passes 
through a modern filtration and chlorination plant before entering 
the main trunk, The Chemical and Bacteriological conditions of the 
Wauey is controlled at Source by routine sampling.
